Sand 

will disappear 

Several "Letters to the Editor" 
frpm Gt'iesbach residents have 
complained about the dusty sand 
conditions on roads and drive¬ 
ways causing excess grime being 
tracked into homes. 

A seal coat (oil tar) spread on 
roads and driveways and then 
covered with chip gravel or sand, 
preserves the surface for a much 
longer period thus keeping main¬ 
tenance cost to a minimum. No 
problem arises in areas where 
traffic is heavy, however, this la 
not the case in private driveways 
where the family cor only drives 
over the surface a few times a 
day. 

A spokesman for the Engineers 
soys that after 10 to 14 days, the 
excess sand can be removed from 
the driveways, but the contract 
does not call for the removal of 
the excess sand, to further reduce 


A span of military history coveting 45 years will be 
highlighted at Hamilton Gault Barracks, Saturday, Sep¬ 
tember 18th, when Lady Patricia Ramsay, 78 year old 
Colonel-in-Chief of the Princess Patricia's Canadian Light 
Infantry places a Wreath of Lauirel "on the Regimental 
Colour of the Second Battalion, in honour of the Regi¬ 
ment's exploits in two world wars and the Korean con¬ 
flict. 

Lady Patricia enacted a similar ceremony 45 years 
ago after the regiment had returned to England at the 
end of World War I. In 1919, on the past parade prior 
to the Battalion's return to Canada, Lady Patricia, with 
the permission of King George V, placed on the original 
Colour a Wreath of Laurel in honour of the Regiment's 
exploits in the first World War. 

Last month Lady Patricia honored the First Battalion 
PPCLI by placing a Wreath of Laurel on the Regimental 
Colour during a jTrooping the Colour ceremony August 
10, 1964, at Fort MacLeod, Germany. 

September 17-20 wiU be' four heart-warming and 
most rewarding days for the Second Battalion PPCLI at 
Griesbach. The presence of their gracious 'Colonel-m- 
Chief, Lady Patricia and the veterans of her Regiment 
make every event of the Jubilee Celebrations espe¬ 
cially memorable.

Facts About Fire 


Children Left Alone 

Parents tempted to leave small 
children alone lor "just a minute" 
should stop and think — os these 
poreni's did not: 

A mother left three small child¬ 
ren in the house while she posted 
a letter at a nearby mcdl box. 
She returned to find the house 
ablaze. The children could not be 
rescued. 

A G-yeor-old girl decided to heat 
a bottle for her baby brother. As 
she reached across the stove, her 
clothing was ignited and she was 
fatally burned. The mother was 
on a brief errand to the Store. 

Three small children were fat¬ 
ally burned in a fire that broke 
out during the time they were 
alone while their mother took an¬ 
other child ito a school bus stop. 

Always remember: Fire needs 
just moments to do its deadly 
work, and children left alone are 


easy victims. 

Flammable Liquid Containers 

A recent fire chiefs' convention 
warned against the use of plastic 
containers now pn the market for 
storing gasoline. 'These conta'iners 
hove not been approved and arc 
not to be used because of the 
danger of cracking open when 
dropped br disintegrating from 
heat. 

Only on approved safety can 
(metal con with a spring type 
self-cljoslng lid) should be used 
for flammable liquids. A safety 
cc£n prevents accidental spilling 
and the spring lid acts as a relief 
valve to prevent bursting when 
exposed to heat. 

It should go without saying that 
storage should be at a minimum 
and that all dispensing will be 
outdoors free from ignition sources.

ON ITS GOLDEN JUBILEE 


Colonel Commandant 
Appointments Made 



Most Rev. M. L. Roy Rt. Rev. J. O. Anderson 

Two prom'inent clergymen recently beccnne the first colonels com¬ 
mandant of the Royal Canadian Army Chaplain Corps. 

The Most Reverend Maurice L. Roy, OBE, DD^ Roman Catholic 
Archbishp of Quebec was appointed colonel commandant (R. C.) 
and the Right Reverend John O. Anderson, MC, CD, DD, Anglican 
Bishop of Red River, colonel commandant (Proles'ant). 

Archbishop Roy was c)Dmmissioned in the Canadian Army (Active) 
in 1939 and served in various chaplaincy appointments. He had 
risen to the rank of colonel by the end of the war, when he trans¬ 
ferred to the supplementary reserve. 

He was ordained a priest in 1927. Jn 1946 he became bishop 
of Three Rivers, Que.^ and in 1947 he was elevated to Archbishop 
of Quebec. Al^o in 1947, Prance appointed him a Chevalier de la 
Legion d'Honneur, 

His Excellency became Primate of Canada in 1956. 

Bishop Anderson was commissioned in the University of Manitoba 
Contingent, Canadian Officerai Training Corps in 1931. He served 
with the unit for six years, three os adjutant and later served as 
a combattant officer with the Mariitoba Mounted Rifles before be¬ 
coming a chaplain. 

He joined the Canadian Army (Active) os a chaplain in 1942, 
served in Canada, Britain and Northwest Europe^ and was awarded 
the Military Cross. 

After the war he again served in the mljitla until he was placed 
on the retired list in 1954. 

His Lordship was ordained a deacon in 1938 and priested the 
following year. He became Dean of Rupert's Land (Winnipeg) in 1949. 
Dean of Ottawa in 1954 and Bishjop Suffragan of Rupert's Land in 
1962. He was recently granted the territorial title of Bishop of Red 
River. He was Dominion President of the RoyaJ Canadian Legion 
from 1954 to 1956..

Rotation of 
the two units is expected to take 
place between June and July. 

November and December will 
see the end of the 1965 rotation 
wi h an exchange of stations bet¬ 
ween the 1st Battalion, Royal Can¬ 
adian Regiment, now in West Ger¬ 
many, and the 2nd Battalion, RCR, 
now at the reg'imen'al home sta¬ 
tion in London, Ont. 

Unit rotation is carried out by 
RCAF Air Transport Command. 


POPULAR RCOC 
OFFICER RETIRES 

Major Sydney R. Wyman CD, 
of 17 ROD. will retire in Septem¬ 
ber, to become Assistant Director 
of Personnel with the Edmonton 
Public School Board. 

A native of Yarmouth, he ob¬ 
tained his early education in Nova 
Scotia, receiving his Bachelor of 
Arts degree from Acadia Univer¬ 
sity, Wolfville, N. S., in 1939. 

During World War 2 he served 
for five years wi h the RAF and 
RCAF Bomber Commands 'in the 
United Kingdom, retiring as a 
Squadron-Leader in 1946. 

Residing in Nova Scotia after 
the war, he was a Captain in the 
14 th Field Regiment, RCA(M) until 
1951 when he went to Korea as 
Paymaster of HQ 25 Canadian In¬ 
fantry Brigade. 

On return to Canada he trans¬ 
ferred to the RCOC. Serving at 
the Corps school, as Adjutant of 
25 Cetr'.ral Ordnance Depot and 
with No. 1 Ordnance Company 
until posted to Suez in 1956. 

In' the Middle East he organized 
and commanded the UNEF Ord¬ 
nance Company, composed of 
Canadians, Indians cmd local civ¬ 
ilians. 'When the Jordonian-Israeli 


border dispute flared ho served 
with UNTSO as a special observer. 

In Canada he was appointed 
Commanding Officer of 44 Camp 
Ordnance Railhead un il promoted 
to the rank of Major in 1959. 
[posted to 27 Central Ordnance 
Depot he remained in London until 
going to IViet Nam in 1962.

In 1919 at a farewell parade at Bromshott Camp, England, the 
young Princess Patricia placed a Wreath ol Laurel in silver gilt 
(left) on the original Colour of Princess Patricia's Canadian Light 
Infantry as a token of her pride and admiration in the Regiment. 
As CoIonel-in-Chief of the unit she had designed and presented the 
Colour to the PPCf,! 50 years ago. 

The Wreath of Laurel bore the inscription: 

TO THE P.P.C.L.L FROM THE COLONEL-IN-CH3EF, PATRICIA, 

IN RECOGNITION OF THEIR HEROIC SERVICES 
IN THE GREAT WAR, 1914-1918. 

In ihe history of the British Armies there is record of two wreaths 
only being presented to a regiment. One was presented to the Prin- 
cesa Patricia's Canadian Light Infantry in 1919 and one to the South 
Wales Borderers (24th Regiment) in 1880. 

On August 10th at Iserlohn, Germany, as part of the Jubilee 
ceremonies she decorated the Colour of the 1st Battalion, PPCLI, with 
a replica ol the Wreath of Laurel (right). Assisting was Maj.-Gen. 
C. B. Ware, Cblonel of he Regiment. 

She will also decorate the Colour ol the 2nd Battalion. PPCLI, 
during the ceremony of trooping the Co'lour September 19th at Ham¬ 
ilton Gault Barracks, Edmonton, Alberta. 


The Hard Road to 
Victory 

by Col. G. R. Stevens 


In 1914 soldiering was mostly 
unskilled labour. Men needed only 
to knpw how to march and to 
shoot and to conform to simple 
mili ary habits. As a result Prin¬ 
cess Patricia's Canadian Light In¬ 
fantry, raised in nine days out of 
veteran recruits, was on its way 
to Britain within a month and was 
in France, as an elemen' of a reg¬ 
ular British division, before the 
end of the year. 

There the Regiment was blooded 
in the Ypres salient, on battle¬ 
fields already churned to sludge. 
On May 8th, 1915, it took the 
full shock, losing ten officers and 
392 men in a single day's savage 
fighting. Already it had lost one 
colonel killed in action and Ham¬ 
ilton Gault, who had raised it at 
his own expense for the service 
of the Crown, had been w(ounded 
twice. 

More than a year passed in 
holding the line, sometimes in sec¬ 
tors on the French front. During 
this period the Universities Com¬ 
panies. rcfised and trained at 
McGill, provided 1,500 reinforce¬ 
ments; the old sweats and the 
college boys got on well together. 
Then back tp Ihe Canadian Corps 
at Ypres. In bitter fighting on 
June 2nd, 1916, in Sanctuary Wood 
another colonel died on the para¬ 
pet and Hamilton Gault lost a leg. 
Only four officers and less than 
200 men answered rollcall next 
day. 

In the great battle which raged 
for five months on the Somme, a 
brisk victory at Courcellette (Sept¬ 
ember 15th), a repulse at Regina 
Trench (Oclpber 8th), cost another 
400 officers and men. But on 
Easter Monday 1917 everything 
went by clockwork and the Pat¬ 
ricias were in the van of the as¬ 
sault that hurled the enemy from 
Vimy Ridge. Throughout that sum¬ 


mer inconclusive fighting around 
Lens took a substantial toll; that 
autumn it was north to the Salient 
once more, to a great battle in the 
mud. In he last days of October 
the Regiment again lost more than 
400 men, half of them dead, o;-. 
a few acres of shell-tossed terrain. 
Two Victoria Crosses testified to 
valour beyond praise. 

Thereafter the Patricias, like the 
remainder of the Canadian C. rps, 
held an increasing length of I'me 
while the other Commonwealh 
formations took the full shock of 
the enemy's final desperate bids 
for victory. They thus were spared 
to open the las! hundred days of 
the war in the Amiens break¬ 
through. Ludendorff declared Aug¬ 
ust 8th tjo have been "the black 
day of the German Army"; that 
afternoon Hamilton Gault rode up 
to cheer his men advancing across 
open country, after four years of 
trenches. But the enemy died hard 
and at Porvillers a young ser¬ 
geant won a third Victoria Cross 
for the Regiment when he gave 
his life to cover the extrication or 
his company. At Cambrai a third 
Pa'ricia colonel, a man who had 
become a myth in his lifetime, 
was killed in an assault which 
cost the Regiment 60% of its ef¬ 
fectives. Forty officers and men 
died at a single gap in the wire. 

Before dawn on November 11th 
1918 the Patricias were working 
their way cautiously up a broad 
boulevard leading tjO the centre of 
Mons. Of a sudden the carillons 
began to rock their steeples with 
"It's a Long Way to Tipperary". 
It had been a long way to Mons. 
Princess Patricia's Canadian Light 
Infantry had left 4,000 officers and 
men — 80% of its total strength 
— strewn along the hard road to 
victory.

In August of 1914, Princess Patricia of Connaught, 
daughter of th-S: Governor-General of Canada and grand¬ 
daughter of Que.en Victoria, gave her name to the Reg- 
imeint of Infantry raised by Andrew Hamilton Gault. 
This year is the Jubilee of Princess Patricia's Canadian 
Light Infantry and the Regiment is honoured to still be 
in service to Lady Patricia Ramsay, as she is now 
known, and to its Country. 

Fifty years ago Princess Patricia designed, created 
and presented the Original Colour. In 1918, following 
four hard years of war during which time she was a 
constant inspiration to her Reigiment, she decorated her 
Colour with a Wreath of Laurel in silver gilt bearing 
the inscription; 

"To the PPCLI from the Colonsl-in-Chief, PATRICIA, 
in recognition of their heroic services in the Great War, 
1914 - 1918 . 

Now, in 1964 Lady Patricia Ramsay is to present a 
replica of the Wreath of Laiurel to the Regiment follow¬ 
ing the Trooping the Colour Ceremony at Hamilton 
Gault Barracks, September 19th. For fifty years through 
war and peace Lady Patricia has taken an intense in¬ 
terest in the life of her Regiment and has, upon nume¬ 
rous occasions reviewed her Regiment in the United 
Kingdom, Canada and West Germany. Lady Patricia 
will be accompanied on her visit to the Second Battlion 
of her Regiment by her husband Admiral Sir A. R. M. 
Ramsay, GCVO, KCB, DSO.

(Brigadier A. Hamilton Gault, DSO, ED, CD, Founder of the Regi¬ 
ment. Brig. Gault, one of Canadafs most notable soldiers served with 
distinction in the South African War before returning to private busi¬ 
ness in Montreal, Upon the outbreak of World War I he raised at h'is 
own expense Princess Patricia's Canadian Light Infantry and proceeded 
overseas as their second in command. Thrice wounded, Brigadier Gault 
won the first DSO to be awarded to a Canadian in the war and by 
splendid perstinal leadership insp'ired the entire Regiment through¬ 
out four bitter years of fighting. Upon a number of occasions he com¬ 
manded the Regiment and following the Armistice he brought the 
Regiment home to Ottawa. 

Ill the intervening years Brig. Gault lived In England and re¬ 
presented Tauntcn in the British House of Commons from 1924 to 1935, 
He was an extremely active man although supposedly handicapped 
by a wooden leg. Amongst his many endeavours he played squash, 
hunted and piloted his own aircraft. He was recalled to service in 
the Second World War and promoted to the rank of Brigadier. 

■Brigadier Gault was appointed Honourary Lieutenant Colonel of 
the Patricia's in 1920, Honourary Colonel 'in 1948 and in 1953 was 
appointed Colonel of the Regiment shortly before his death. He is 
survived by his wife, Mrs. Dorothy B. Gault, who will be attending 
all the Jubilee Ceremonies as an honoured guest of the Battalion.

Major General C. B. Wore, DSO, 
CD, Colonel of the Regiment. Maj. 
Gen. Ware was commissioned into 
the PPCLI in 1935 and served with 
the Regiment almost continuously 
until 1947. He commanded the 
Patricia's in Sicily and Italy and 
received he Distinguished Service 
Order for gallantry and leadership 
at the crossing of the Moro River 
in Italy. 

Maj. Gen. Wore has held a num¬ 
ber of Staff appointments and has 
commanded 1 CIBG and 4 CIBG. 
He is at present Commandant of 
the National Defence College m 
Kingston, On October 2nd, 1959, 
Maj. Gen. Ware was appointed 
the Colonel of the Regiment. The 
Second Battalion is honoured to 
have Maj. Gen. Ware, a most dis¬ 
tinguished Patricia, attending all 
the Jubilee Celebrations.

Edi or's Note: Cpl. J. M. Cowan 
U a member of 56 Canadian In¬ 
fantry Workshop, Egypt, and has 
written several articles on his ad¬ 
ventures during his Middle East 
posting. Cpl. Cowan submitted the 
foUow'iivg ar icle to the Griesbach 
Bugle last month. 

It was early when we arrived 
over Pisa and peering through the 
window of the giant 'Yukon' air¬ 
craft, I could see the first glow ©f 
of dawn outlining the majesty of 
the Apuan Alps against the mom. 
ing sky. 

The first leg of my posting to 
the Middle East was nearing 
completion, the openning of the 
door to adventure! Here, in Pisa, 
we would spend twenty - four 
hours before flying on to El 
Alaiish and the Gaza 'strip'. 

"Rest," we were told, "and re¬ 
cuperate from the rigors of altitude 
cuperate for the rigors of altitude 
and the many hpurs lost due to 
the change in time." However, 
rest was farthest from my mind and 
from the comments of the sleepy 
heads around me, I wasn't alone 
be a little, because what else 
inn my feelings. Oh, there wauld 
be a little, because what else 
can you do at live in the 
morning, even in Italy? But 
I'd bet my duffel that the opening 
^f the shops would see every 
Canadian on the plane on the 

Streets of Pisa. 

The hotel which caters to the 
United Nations troops was a sur¬ 
prisingly modem one, and the room 
which another soldier and I were 
assigned, was very clean, and 
American in its furnishings. 

Not that I expected anything 
medieval, for Pisa is one of the 
more popular tourist centres of 
Italy. The price, printed on a 
card and tacked to the inside of 
the door, attested to that: Wow! 

Forgetting to leave a 'call' at the 
desk and oversleeping because 
of it, I had to rush to make 
breakfast on time. The continental 
serving of thick, black coffee, crisp 
rolls, farm fresh butter and mar¬ 
malade. was a refreshing change 
from our heavy Canadian break¬ 
fasts and I didn't wont to miss it. 

Later, there was the matter of 
changing some of my money into 
lira and ploiming my Itinerary for 
the day. 

Changing money in Italy is as 
easy os eating spaghetti. If one 
has patience, he con even bar¬ 
gain for the best price, although 
the difference is probably not 
worth the effort. 

My first purchase, a guide book, 
began by saying that to really 
appreciate this picturesque town. 


one wfould need a "minimum of 
four days-" 

How, I wondered, could I ever 
hope to see it in the six, or seven 
hours of daylight left to me. Best 
to tour only the most outstanding 
attractions and later, perhaps on 
one of my subsequent leaves, 
give the town the attention it 
deserved. 

"To start", continued the little 
book, "proceed to some well de¬ 
fined landmark and using that as 
a hub, move out from (here." 

Pisa, like so many ancient cities 
in Italy, and in the rest of Eujjope 
for that matter. Is composed of 
many narrow streets, which wind 
in all directions and suddenly, for 
no apparent reason, change their 
names. The tourist, and this from 
the book again, "should always 
secure a map of the location, ob¬ 
tainable in any of the numerous 
book stalls one encounters along 
the way." 

With the hotel as my "hub", I 
headed directly for the most fam¬ 
ous attraction in Pisa, the 'Square 
of Miracles'. Here reposed the 
Leaning Tower and many other 
wonders, but first there was the 
main thoroughfare, called the 'Cor. 
so Italia', which held many at¬ 
tractions in itself. 

TTie little 14th Century Church 
of St. Domenic, although closed 
to tourists because of extens'ive 
repairs, has a most beouiful 
facade, worthy of a long look. 

Further on, the Church of St. 
Maria Del Carmine, built in the 
14th century and containing such 
ortis ic treasures as the 'Madonna 
with Child and Saints', and the 
'Ascension', by Allori. 

Halting midway across a bridge 
over the river Amo, I watched a 
fisherman leisurely laying his nets, 
reflecting on how little this had 
changed over the centuries. 

My thoughts, by now, were en¬ 
tirely immersed in this lovely 
place. My feet loath to leave 
each new discovery. 

The Church of St. Michael in 
the Hamlet, dating from the tenth 
century, the Palace of Knight's and 
the Church of St. Stephens in the 
central square, sent my imagin¬ 
ation soaring. 

I At long last, coming from the 
deep shadow of a Roman arch, 
I entered into the 'Square of Mir¬ 
acles' and quickly forgot all that 
had gone before. 

Surely there is no more impos¬ 
ing sight in all Italy, and how 
very aptly named! 

On my left, were the more pro¬ 
minent landmarks, the Leaning 
Tower, the Baptistery and the 
Cathedral, Us magnificent white 
marble exterior gleaming in the 
afternoon Sun. (Cont'd on pege 13).

On my right and no less impos¬ 
ing, were the Monumental Ceme¬ 
tery and the Opera Museum Pal¬ 
ace. 

Choosing the Tower as a first 
to tour, I was immediately as¬ 
sailed by a multitude of post card 
salesmen, who bore down on me 
from every direction. 

Of course, since they all had 
identical cords, it didn't really 
matter which one I bought fijom, 
but just to be obstinate, for I was 
rather peeved with the crowding 
tactics, I selected the last to reach 
me and was sorry afterwords, for 
his cards were grease-stained and 
shopworn. 

The 'Tower', dating from the 
11th century and boasting a pop¬ 
ularity few other monuments can 
claim, is magnificent indeed and 
after climbing the winding stairs, 
187 feet to the top, it was more 
than just pausing to get my breath, 
that kept me rooted to the spot! 

I had the horrible feeling that 
one step towards the leaning edge 
would cause the tower to lean 
that much more, until [overbal¬ 
anced, and then topple, FinaUy, 
as I was just on the point of turn¬ 
ing and retracing my steps, a 
young Italian girl squeezed post 
and strolled casually to the edge. 
Naturally my manhood demanded 


that I follow. 

The sensation was a little like 
peering over the edge of a pre¬ 
cipice and I can't deny I wasn't 
frightened, but the panorama of 
Pisa, the surrounding country, 
mountcdns and sea, did much to 
assuage my fear. Here too Galileo 
must have stood when carrying 
out his experiments on the phys¬ 
ical properties of the fall of 
weights. 

Next in line to visit, was the 
great Cathedral and as I entered 
the massive, beautifully wrought 
door and proceeded toward the 
High Altar and Pulpit by 'Pisano', 
I was overcome by a feeling of 
religious adoration such as I've 
seldom known. 

Here I spent most of the after¬ 
noon going from one magnificent 
treasure to the next^ so that I lost 
all track of time. 

From the Cathedral, hurrying 
because of a darkening sky, I con¬ 
tinued to the Baptistery. 

Dedicated to John the Baptist, 
the monument is surely imequaled 
for its elaborate marble decor¬ 
ation and is a treasure trove of 
Lombard and Pisan sculpture and 
art. , 

Greeted by the curator, a tiny 
fellow with a money changer 
strapped to his middle, I imme¬ 
diately reached into my pocket. 


thinking there was some fee 
charged for entering. However, 
that wasn't it at all. The only 
charge involved was 'in the dem¬ 
onstration of acoustics which he 
put on. 

By emitting a number of sounds 
such as Do, Sol^ Mi, at the top 
of one's lungs, (he had awfully 
big lungs for such a little man) 
the resonance of the echo blends 
the sounds together, obtaining a 
chord whinh would put an organ 
to shame. 

The demonstraion was well 
worth the few lira I gave him! 

The «un had- set by the time 
I'd left the Baptistery, but still I 
didn't wont to return ^o the hotel 
without having seen the last of the 
more famous atUactions on the 
Square, the Mjonumental Ceme¬ 
tery. 

A long marble enclosure, erec¬ 
ted to contain the tombs lying in 
the Square, it is a vast graveyard 
of long ago personages who had 
built around them and over them, 
many impressive works of art from 
delicate statuary of nymphs, gar¬ 
goyles^ cherubs and angels, to 
life size frescoes covering com¬ 
plete waUs. 

It was a mistake taking a dif¬ 
ferent route back to the hotel. 
Somewhere along the way it got 
dork, the street changed names. 


and I got lost! Thank goodness 
the word 'taxi' is international! 

Back at the hotel, my nostrils 
drank in the delicious aroma of 
Italian cooking and a few minutes 
laler, I was sitting down to a 
diimer that would have made a 
gourmet's mouth water. Also, there 
was that decanter of Tich, red 


wine to wash down the food and 
my weariness. 

Tomorrow at four we would 
leave on the next lap of our jour¬ 
ney and four come awfully early, 
but what's that you soy? An Ita¬ 
lian movie, with Sophia Loren? 
Well, you know about Italian 
movies, don't you?

The children of persbnnel occupying mtarried quarters at a defence 
es ablishment may attend French or bilingual schoods other than DND 
School provided that French or bilingual classes are not available in 
the local DND School. 

Within the Edmonton Separate School system there are three 
schools which can offer bilingual classees. y^ithin certain limits: 

"St. Thomas" (90th Street and 86th Avenue) Grades I • HI. 

"Grandin" (llOlh Street and 99th Avenue) I-VI. 

"Sacred Hech-t" (96th Street and 108th Avenue) Grades I-VI. 

The Edr.i^^:)nton Separate School Board will admit eligible children, 
but it reserves the right to designate the school or schools which such 
children shall attend. The policy of the Separate School Board is tha! 
eligibility is restricted to tho^ children whose mother longue is 
French and who have a complete mastery of the language and who 
are capable of abd:rbing all instruction in that language; those 
children who are French speaking and whose parent or parents are 
French. No facilities exist beyond the Grade VT level except at 
Assumption Academy listed below.
